One of the most important dutte 
connected with good autoniobile driv- 
ing is that of reading the instruments 
on the dash, These instfuments are 
there for an express purpose, yet few 
drivers cast an eye upon them for the 
information that they can obtain from 
them, The reason is that few know or
